A Neglected Ismic. 


Tlio Press is disposed to liide behind 


what it calls "tlie supreme and over- 
shadowing tariil issue." By this dodge 
it hopes to distract public attention from 
the mortifying appeal to public ignorance 
in the "$40 per capita" plank in the Re- 
publican platform and the failure of its 
party to make any announcement of 
policy upon State issues.

Tuinpci-iinrv Movements. 


According to the conviction of the 


great majority of the members of tern- 
perauce societies theie is only a differ- 
ence in the degree of the offense com- 
mitted by the moderate drinker ami the 
man of intemperate habits, lu then- 
judgment all drinking is wrong and to- 
tal abstinence is a duty. On tlie other 
hand, there have been in existence in 
England temperance societies whose aim 
is to prevent drinking to excess. To 
tins end total abstinence is insisted up- 
on for boys under twenty-one years of 
iige, for it is believed that within that 
period of-life a taste for liijuor is most 
frequently acquired. It is also the pol- 
icy of these societies to do away with 
"treating" and to substitute the use ol 
malt liquors or mild wines for spirits, as 
far as possible. The Bishop of Chester 
has been a leader in this movement, and 
a few years ago a Church of England 
liishop made a series of seeches in this 
country in advocacy of the scheme. The 
Church Temperance Society w;is organ- 
ised in Xew York upon this plan, and 
it has been in opeiation some time. 


But the work among boys is consider- 


ed even more important than that among 
adults. It is believed by many that 
drunkards are made in most instances 
among the young, and that if a person 
reaches the age of maturity without ac- 
quiring a taste for strong drink he sel- 
dom becomes a drunkard. It ja with 
this view, it is said, that some of the 
church prelates request from boys when 
they confirm them a pledge that they 
will use no strong drink before they ar-

sisting of choice extracts from liis Com- 
mon-Place Book, where his stores of 
learning are at tlie reader's service. The 
"Boctor" was a charming production 
and exhibits Southcy's great range of 
reading. It struck the public taste at 
once, and became at the time it was 
issued, which was toward the close of 
Southey's life, more popular than any of 
his prose works, if we may except his 
lives of Nelson, Cooper and Wesley 
Nothing could be more timely than the 
suggestions he gives to the young about 
the choice of books: 


Ymmg Jti.ailers —you whose hearts 


are open, whose understandings are not 
yet hardened and whose feelings are 
neither exhausted nor incrtisted by the 
world—take from me a better rule than 
auy professor of criticism will teach you ' 


"Would you know whether the ten- 


dency of a book is good or evil, examine 
in what state of mind you lay it down. 
Has it induced you to suspect that what 
you have been accustomed to think un- 
lawful may alter all be innocent, and that 
that may be harmless which you have 
hitherto been taught to think dangerous'{ 
lias it tended to make you dissatisfied 
and impatient under the control of others 
and dispose you to relax in that self-gov- 
ernment without which both the laws of 
tiod and men tell us there can be no 
virtue and consequently no happiness V 
Has it ultempted to abate your admira- 
tion and reverence for what is great^and 
good and to diminish in you the love of 
your country and your fellow-creatures *• 
Has it addressed itself to your pride, 
your vanity, your selfishness or any other 
of your evil propensities V Has itdefiled 
the imagination with what is loathsome 
and shocked the heart with what is mon- 
strous V Has it disturbed the sense of 
right and wrong which the Creator has 
implanted in the human soul 'i If so, if 
you are conscious of all or any of these 
effects, or if, having escaped from all, 
you have felt that such were the effects 
it was intended to produce, throw the 
book in the lire, whatever name it may 
bear in the title page! Throw it in the 
lire, young nuin, though it should have

Such a lUg u said to have been 
made uj, tne ladies of Philadelphia from 
the design of the escutcheon of 
the 


Washington family, and it is said that 
Washington himself, cut out tlie live- 
pointed stars. 


It is alleged that this Hag w:is lire- 


sen ted to John r.iul Jones ; that lie sail- 
ed with it up and down tilt-Schuylkill. 
to show the people the appearance of the 
Hag of their country; that it was adopted 
by Congress; tli.it Jones carried it with 
him on his ship lion llomtne Utchard. 
that in his great light the flag was shol 
away from its staff and Ml in tlie sea, 
and that Lieutenant Slalfoid leaped 
overlmard after it. Immgltl it safely to 
the ship and nailed it to tlie masthead. 


The tale may be true, but tlie flag 


was not the national Hag. The act 0} 
Congress of June I I . 1777, show* that 
no standard was wogin/eU by the na- 
tion until that date.

Hag as first adopted by Congress, but 
the best recorded evidence gives part of 
the credit of designing it and all credit 
of making it to Mrs. John lloss. an 
upholsterer, who resided on Arch street, 
Philadelphia.

mind ; as the humming-bird, in protect- 
ing its young from the large spiders 
during nesting-time. It is aware that 
these spiders have an antipathy to the 
fire-flies, which scintillate their light at 
night. The bummiusj-bird catches a 
number of these insects, aud disables 
them that they cannot Hy, then places 
them around the edge of the nest, so 
that the light emitted from these little 
creatures prevents the spider from mak- 
ing havoc among the young of the hum- 
ming-bird. 


Instances of nobleness of character 


are ascribed to the mocking-bird. At- 
tempts have been made to confine the 
young in a cage, leaving the parent 
birds to feed them through the wires, 
as we do with the common thrush. Not 
so with the mocking-bird; as goon as 
the parents are satisfied that their 
young are imprisoned, they immediate- 
ly procure poisou, and in one hour the 
young are dead.

Indian History in Caves. 


Henry C. llercer, who was sent to ex- 


plore the caves along theOliioand ICana- 
wha rivers, for the benefit of the Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania, has returned with 
a large collection of bones and relies, the 
exact significance of which can not be 
told until they have been scientifically 
examined and arranged. 


In early times man lived in^aves, after 


the manner of beasts. The implements 
he used are often found in caves, as well 
as the bones of animals he slaughtered 
and ate, the bones usually being split 
open to get out the marrow.

Show that in an early age a race of men 
came westward over the Aileghanies into 
the Delaware and Lehigh regions. The 
age of this race depends partly upon the 
number of layers of earth and refuse on 
top of the bones. It is believed that the 
discoveries of Mr. Mercer will throw

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AGRICULTURE. 


It will Repay you to Ke:t<l uml Practice the 


—Whether green manurial crops add 


fertility or not to the soil the fact re- 
mains that by green manuring and the 
use of lime there is an increase of humus. 
Mulch or shade of any kind promotes 
the formation of humus, and thus the 
land is rrade capable of retaining more 
moisture and of hastening chemical pro- 
cesses. All lands have been improved 
whenever green manuring has been re- 
sorted to. 


—Not a bushel of corn should be turn- 


ed into pork without knowing whether 
it will bring as much money as though it 
had been sold at the warehouse, says a 
writer. It is not easy for the average 
farmer to determine just what it costs 
him to '-feed off" his drove of hogs. It 
would be often better to sell them off to 
the prosessional feeder at this stage. 
Lack of profit usually lies in slow de- 
velopment at the eurly stage, or in the 
final cost of fattening. 


—The use of broad tires on roads is a 


subject that should receive attention. 
Instead of cutting up the road a broad 
tire serves as a roller, and packs and 
smooths tbe road. It is not necessary to 
have heavy wheels because they are 
broad. In this age of steel broad wheels 
may combine strength, lightness and ef- 
liciency, and their use would save the 
roads and also permit of drawing heavier 
oads. 


—The sheep is the Best paying animal 


on the farm, and this has been demon- 
strated even by leaving out the value of 
the wool. Mutton breeds have never 
failed to give satisfaction. 


—A piece of land that is apparently 


unprofitable may need but a small pro- 
portion of some special fertilizer to 
enable it to produce abundantly. 
It 


may contain potash and phosphoric acid 
and yet fail to give good results, because 
nitrogen is lacking. It is only necessary 
to resort to the special plant food that is 
required to make land yield as it should. 


—Crops differ in their preferences for 


plant food, just as may be noticed with 
animals. A crop of com does not take 
from the soil the same substances as 
does a crop of clover, because it does 
not feed upon the same kind of food. 
When these facts are better understood 
there will be greater yield from the soil 
and at less expense. 


—Xever sell a good cow unless at a

—Manure is "more subject to loss in 


very dry weather than at any other 
time unless a large amount of absorbent 
material is provided and the heap turned 
over occasionally, as it may become 
overheated and "fire-fang." When this 
occurs the ammonia is given off as a 
gas. As it is the most valuable portion 
of the manure its loss should be guarded 
against. Drenching the heap with cold 
water, first making oi«nings to allow 
the water to reach the centre of the 
heap, is an excellent method of prevent- 
ing loss. 


—Farmers lose more by the use of in- 


ferior tools than may be supposed. An 
hour's delay each clay amounts to a long 
length of time during a month. Scrub 
stock does not inflict greater damage 
than the use of scrub implements. 


—Great as is the cattle industry the 


value of poultry and eggs produced in 
the United States annually is but little 
less.

—A hog pasture without shade is al- 


most as bad as a barn without a roof. 
It is not in the interest of the farmer to 
compel the hogs to endure the heat of 
the sun. They prefer the shade at times 
and thrive better when they can get it. 


—The better condition in which the 


farm tools are kept, the less effort is re- 
quired on the part of teams, and ot the 
part of the workmen also ; yet farmers 
will use their implements a whole year 
without sharpening them.

—To prevent rabbiti and worms from 


harming trees mix together turpentine 
and hogs' lard and apply on the trees. 
This kills the worms in the trees, keeps 
the eggs from hatching and prevents the 
rabbits from gnawing. The lard kills 
the rabbit and the turpentine kills the 
worm. 


—The many grape vines loaded with 


small bunches, to be seen in the fall, tell 
the title of overloaded vines. What a 
mistake it is to have half a dozen canes 
where one only should be. 
The one 


cane should give flue, large berries and 
bunches, which would weigh just as 
much as the fruit on the half dozen 
canes of the other vine. 


—Wood ashes are not as useful or as 


valuable as the salts of potash,.but if 
plentiful they will be found very val- 
uable, as they contain both potash and 
lime. 


—At the agricultural experiment sta- 


tion of Maine State College observations 
covering the period of growth of four 
years have shown that the excess of 
moisture in forest above that of open 
field averages 10 per cent, reaching 14 
per cent, in the middle of the day. 
The excess would undoubtedly be great- 
er in a very dense forest. The presence 
of patches of forest in any region exerts 
a marked influence on the hydroscopic 
conditions of the atmosphere, and this 
condition, in turn is an important factor 
in the growth of vegetation. 


—White clover is too short and small 


to be availalie for hay making, but we 
know of no plant that makes a better 
or more enduring pasture. Land that is 
once well seeded with white clover is 


—It requires quite an amount of boil- 


ing water, scrubbing and hard work to 
remove every trace of "ferment" from a 
milk can after it has been used. Those 
who content themselves with simply 
shaking a littie soapy water in the cans 
and rinsing them with clean water need 
not be surprised if the milk quickly 
sours, as the least trace of any portion 
of the previous milk will hasten a change 
in the new. Boiling water and carbonate 
of soda should be used freely. 


—The pleasing share of farming must 


be made conspicious. It is said thai nil 
farmers aim for this success. They do 
in some degree, but they too frequently 
allow the repulsive part to become too 
prominent. Weeds offend the beauty of 
fields, poor fences allow the intrusion 
of unruly animals, rubbish take the 
place of neatness and general disorder 
prevails through the barn and buildings. 


—A writer in the Omnyc Jtuld Farmer 


has thoroughly tested Itis colonies, and 
says that when he runs them for comb 
honey he has not been able to get any 
large number to average over 50 or no 
pounds to the colony, but colonies in the 
same yard, run for extracted honey, 
have averaged from 125 to 100 pounds 
in a season. The bees run for extracted 
honey were given empty combs as rap- 
idly as they could fill them. lie keeps 
his queens clipped and has little or ilo 
trouble from swarming. In this way, 
with the self-spacing frames in the hive, 
he claims to be able to care for 400 
colonies, and do it easier than he could 
handle half that number in sections. 


—Keep the cultivator going and the 


surface of the ground frequently stirred 
in all the growing crops. This not only 
keeps the weeds at bay, but also lets the 
heat into the soil and through th;it 
agency forces along the growth. That 
"tillage is manure" may not be quite 
tine, yet it greatly aids the growth oi 
plants. 


—Some of the experi ineut stations have 


for several years conducted experiments 
in the use of commercial feitilizers in 
wheat growing. The average results 
thus far have been an increase of 30 per 
cent, in yield per acre over that grown 
without such fertilizers in the siinib 
fields. Many instances show a much 
larger increase, but the average has been 
found as stated. 


—Oue of the most nutritive food sub- 


stancos that has lately been brought to 
this country is the soja or soya bean. 
It originally came from Japan, where 
it is highly esteemed. The straw of the 
soja bean is richer in protein than 
meadow hay, while the meal from the 
bean itself is richer than linseed meal 
or gluten. The soja bean is one of these 
leguminous plants which gets most of 
its nitrogen from the air, and, therefore, 
does not ex.'iaust the soil as does the 
growing of flax, from whose seed linseed 
meal and oil are made. 


—Most of the common edible plants of 


the garden have been known to men for 
long ages. There are doubtless many 
wild plants that, if subjected to cultiva- 
tion, will prove valuable, but the average 
farmer or gardener is little likely to take 
this labor on himself. It is one of the 
most interesting and promising fields 
that we know of for investigation by the 
numerous experimental stations now at 
work in all the States of the Union.

Seeds form in the heads all through 
the season, and they have tbe faculty of 
lying in the ground without injury and 
growing whenever a favorable chance 
offers. The plant also spreads by trail- 
ing on the ground and rooting from the 
joints, as a strawberry will do, whenever 
there is a soft or uioist place Io strike 
its roots into. 


—No law, no co-operative efforts, no 


luck, can have any effect upon tlie yield 
of milk, nor the cost of the feed, nor 
the thoroughness of the creaming, nor 
the quality of tbe product. These ends 
are wholly wrought out by the judg- 
ment, • thought and skill of the owner. 
The success of the dairy depends upon 
the man who owns the cows. He can 
elect to own good stock and do thor- 
ough work if he will. 


—Mr. Cook, a Xew York dairyman 


who milks from CO to TO cows, says that 
lie gels the bes,t results from cows that 
go dry not more than six weeks or two 
months. They need this time for rest, 
but he would not have one that persists 
in going dry three or four months at the 
expense of his pocketbook. Some cows 
are persistent milkers, refusing to "dry 
up," and he has them in his dairy that 
have been constantly in milk for five 
years. 


—Make the farm a neat and attractive 


place if you would have boys and young 
men attracted by it. Remove the rub- 
bish and drain wet places and ponds and 
theu you will perform the required labor 
at less expense than when you were 
annoyed by it or when you were wading 
through mud. 
Stumps and bushes 


cleared from your fields will make bet- 
ter and cheaper cultivation. A stony 
field will become gradually improved by 
converting the stones into stone walls, 
aud make easier plowing. 


—Wnen the farmer is compelled to. pay 


high prices for the foods bought on th6 
farms for bis dairy cows he should aim 
to produce high priced articles to sell. 


—Mr. George A. McFettridge, of 


Stroudsburg, Pa., raises 10,000 ducklings 
per year and finds a ready sale for them 
M "green ducks."

CURE FOR PEACH YELLOWS. 


A Brooklyn Man Thinks lie Has Found It. 


iSTew York, July 22.—Joha II. Dunell, 


of Brooklyn, writes as follows to the 
Sun: 
"In your issue of last Sunday I 


noticed a communication from Hartford, 
Conn., about the 'yellows' on peach 
trees, its universal prevalence through- 
out the State, and the means taken or 
about to be taken to extirpate or guard 
against the evil. I had long believed 
that the 'yellows' was simply the result 
of an impoverished soil, and I am now 
more than ever convinced of it. Let 
me tell you why. 


"I had a peach tree in my yard which 


had borne the previous year a very heavy 
crop of peaches, so heavy, indeed, that 
the principal branches were split at their 
intersection from their weight. Soon 
after blossoming in the spring the tree 
developed 'yellows.' I had the ground it- 
round the tree all dug over, and gave it 
a liberal dressing of barnyard manure. 
During the following month the tree put 
on a healthy appearance and tlie 'yellows' 
entirely disappeared; and, moreover, the 
peaches which it bore were mach im- 
proved in flavor and were larger though 
not so abundant as the year befoie.

Lime will destroy the germs of roup, 


and is also the best preventive o£ gapes 
in chicks known. 
Wherever lime is 


applied liberally over the floors and 
yards, roup soon disappears. The pro- 
cess is slow, however; but when lime is 
used to prevent the appearance of the 
disease it has proved the best agent for 
that purpose that has been tested. Lime 
is cheap, and a small quantity that is 
sufficiently slaked to permit of its falling 
into u fine powder and well dusted over 
the premises occupied by the chicks once 
a week will prove highly beneficial. 
It 


may be freely scattered over the plat- 
forms and 011 the walls and roosts also, 
as lice will not relish it in its caustic con- 
dition. If a gill of spirits of turpentine 
is incorporated with every peck of the 
slaked lirue, it will be an additional 
advantage.

Does Fnrming I'ay? 


The emery is a very common one, ami 


is discussed every day, and it is very 
seldom we hear two individuals give Hie 
same answer. Farming may be made it 
success or a failure, at tlie option of the 
farmer, says J. W. Delk, in the ICpit- 
omist. If the farmer concentrates ;ill of 
his energy, studies his business, lays his 
plans before commencing his crop and 
works to them, he certainly will he 
remunerated for all his extra pains and 
laber. On the other hand, if the farmer 
reverses things and pays no attention 
whatever to his business, making no 
calculation of how rmicU land he is going 
to plant, what crops are beat adapted to 
his soil, and when and how he is going 
to plant and cultivate, but just leaves 
the whole business to chance, may rest 
assured that he will not be overburdened 
with work when tlie harvest seasons 
conies. We have learned that to he a 
farmeroue must farm in winter as well as 
summer, lie certainly can not wait til] 
planting time before making any pre- 
parations for a crop and make a success 
of farming. As with any other occupa- 
tion one must stay with tlie farm to 
make it pay, and not only stay with it, 
tint give it his undivided attention. A 
man can not be a book, fruit trees or 
:>atent churn agent and a farmer and 
make a success of both (we may say, 
either). In these times of agricultural 
depression, of linancia! stringency, o£ 
ligh-priced money and low-priced labor, 
t does seem that farming is not paying 
a very large percent, for the capital and 
abor invested. But what business is 
Daying even a moderate per cent? 
Although the present may look lather 
dark, we have all confidence in farming 
as a profession, and fuiiy Ijelieve that 
agriculture is now, and will be, far in 
ihe indefinite future, the noblest, most 
lealtbful and most independent pursuit 
that men ever engaged in. \\'e think 
hat farming, when carried on with the 
same skill, economy, intelligence aud de- 
ermination that characterises other iu- 
Justries, is as paying, lus sure, and as 
eminently satisfactoiy a.-, any 
oilier

back of the throat. 


Feed systematically and 
regularly, 


every day; scatter tlie food so that they 
cannot eat too fast or without proper 
exercise. 


Old hens lay but little if any dining 


the winter, aud but sparingly at any 
time; hence, as a rule, it will be best to 
market reasonably soon after the biced- 
ing and hatching season is over. 


Hens will eat a little of everything 


that is thrown to them ; take a hint from 
the evidence for their natural taste fora 
variety and giving it to them. 


Take one pound of wood charcoal, pul- 


verize it coarsely, mix it with one-half 
pound of common table salt; to a half- 
pint of this mixture add one quart of 
corn meal and wheat bran, in equal 
parts; mix well together with sweet 
railk until a stiff dough is obtained and 
feed to half a dozen hens, or more if de- 
sired. This is a good ration for main- 
taining health.
